There has been significant developments in almost all topics, some of the most notable 
include: 


» Deprivation - The Scottish Government's Index of Multiple Deprivation, 


» Education - The SNS has contributed to the development of the ScotXed database 
which includes pupil level data has allowed data to be aggregated to small area levels. 


» Benefits - We have developed with the Department of Work And Pensions a range of 
key benefit and tax credit indicators.
